Proposed Set of Rules. 


“A reply conveying your Opinion as 


to both the matters thus submitted would 
be greatly appreciated.’’ 

The rules proposed by the Lniversity 
of Pennsyivania, in accordance with the 
of President Roosevelt, are 
as follows: 

“I. No student shall be allowed to rep. 
resent any college or university in inter- 
collegiate athletic. contests until he has 
been in residence there as a bona fide 
Student for an academic year and shall 
have passed satisfactory examinations 
on a course of study as a candidate for 
a degree, or, if a partial student, shal} 
have taken a course which requires at 
least 15 hours per week, and shall have 
passed satisfactory examinations in sub- 
jects aggregating at least |i2 hours of 
such qgourses. No student shall repre- 
sent his college or university in inter- 
collegiate athletic contests unless he 
shall be at the time in good academi:; 
standing in the class of which he is a 
member. 

‘2. No student shall be allowed to 
represent his college or university Im 
intercollegiate athletic contests who shall 
at any time have taught or engaged in 
any athletic sport for a pecuniary or 
other consideration, or who shall at any 
time have received for taking part in 
any athletic sport or contest, any pecu- 
niary gain or emolument, direct or in- 
direct, with the exception that he may 
have received the amount by which the 
expenses necessarily incurred by him in 
taking part in such sport or contest ex- 
ceeded his ordinary expenses. 

“In applying this rule the constituted 
authorities eshall discriminate between 
the deliberate use of athletic skill as a 
means to a- livelihood and technical, un- 
intentional or youthful infractions of the 
rule. 

The Four Year Rule. 

“3. No student shall represent one or

SYNOVITIS © OF HORSE.

Wild you kindly advise me? I have & 
fine 3-year-old filly that got kicked last 
May on her hind leg ig the hock- joint. 
At first it was swollen considerably, but 
never lamed her, and after three or four 
weeks the swelling al left it and it seem- 
ed that she had escaped any injury in 
the least. About six weeks ago, the 
swelling returned, and it seems that a 
liquid gubstance has formed entirely 
around the joint. This liquid substanca 
seems to be hardening. Now, please tell 
me what course to pursue. It is possibis 
for tthis liquid to be absorbed or scat- 
tered by local application of lniment, 
or would you advise lancing it? I am a 
widow, having lost my husband last 
February, therefore you see I am grea*«- 
ly in need of advice from some one whom 
I can rely on. A great many men .ecll 
me not to have itelanced, and a few say 
ff it is not lanced the watery substance 
will harden and make the joint stiff, and 
that she will be ruined for life. I am nor 
able to lose her, as I have five*lit*le 
children to rear, and have very little 
means, and, besides all this, her mother 
having died when she was only three 
weeks old and being a pet and a great 
favorite with my -husband and self, I 
don’t feel like I can ever part with her, 
but would have to in case I can never 
use her. So, please do tell me some sure 
remedy. I will gladly pay any reasona- 
ble amount to get her permanentiy 
cured. Thanking you in advance for 
any advice, 

Answer—I diagnose the disease as what 
is called synovitis, or inflammation of 
the synovial sacks—a very serius case, 
and requiring prompt and energetic 
treatment. It evidently has resulted 
either from the original kick or from 4 
more recent one and the disease may 
continue until it enters the suppurative 
stage, or suppurative synovitis, arid 
ulcerative synovitis.
